On i he 21st December 1966. Head Constable Dalip Singh 
of a newly established Central Reserve Police _ post near 
Ngairau village in Ukhrnl Sub-Division of Manipur, spotted 
hostile elements on high ground overlooking the post. Shri 
Dalip Singh immediately alerted his men and engaged the 
hostiles. The hostiles opened intense fire with light machine 
guns and rifles from three directions. Shri Dalip Singh 
effectively directed and controlled the fire of his men and 
moved from one position to another encouraging them to face 
the hostiles with courage and determination. While doing 
so he was hit by a hostile LMG fire and killed. 

Daring this encounter, Head Constable Girdhara Singh 
commanding a section of the Central Reserve Police on the 
northern .side of the post showed outstanding courage and 
determination in fighting off the hostiles and was largely res- 
ponsible for beating back the concentrated assault and saving 
the post from being overrun. 

Head Constable Dalip Singh and Head Constable Girdhara 
Singh displayed exceptional courage and leadership and 
devotion to duly against heavy odds.

On the 24tb December, 1966, Jemadar Raghubir Singh ot 
Kt Battalion, Central Reserve Police, was commanding the 
protection party of a convoy proceeding to a post located on 
the road near village Ngaimu in Ukhrul Sub-Division of 
Manipur. On the way, the convoy was ambushed by a large 
body of hostile elements who had taken position on the hills 
overlooking the road.

Under the cover of 2" mortar fire, he lead his 
Section in a charge on the hostile with great courage and 
determination and in the face of intense firing. This bold 
act of Shri Janak Singh forced the hostiles to flee in utter 
confusion. 

During the above encounter. Jemadar Raghubir Singh and 
Jlead Constable Janak Singh displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
initiative and devotion to duty of a high order.
